BYNO OF VIMY 

>UNT BYNG OF VIMY LIES DEAD 


English county of Essex, at the age of seventy-three. 
JH* had been in failing health in recent years and only 
$ few weeks ago he had returned to his native land 
after a visit In California in search of new strength. 
But apparently the disease from which he had been 
suffering had gone too far for human agencies to 
•treat. A last-minute operation failed to produce 
the rally for which all had hoped. 

Canadians have a very warm place in their hearts 
for the fine soldier and gentleman who was one of the 
commanders of the Canadian Corps in the war, 
destined afterward to renew old friendships and make 
new ones as Governor-General of Canada, a man who 
endeared himself to this Canadian people by his kind¬ 
liness and courtesy. He seas, of course, a soldier 
to his finger-tips—had been all his life until he came 
to Rideau Hall to follow in the steps of an illustrious 
line of Governors-Genera 1. His term at Ottawa came 
to an end in 1926—a term which included the famous 
"constitutional incident" in the summer of that year, 
when ha did not take the advice of the Premier who 
had asked for dissolution, calling matead upon the 
leader of the opposition to form a government—a 
government which met defeat in the House of Com¬ 
mons four days later. After an appeal to the people, 
the former Prime Minister, Mr. Mackenzie King. 
Was returned to office again with a comfortable work¬ 
ing majority. Despite this incident, which stirred Can¬ 
ada from one end to the other, Canadians of every 
shade of public aad political opmion retained the very 
highest regard for Lord Byng personally. 

Ia 1926. after two years in r e tirem en t. Viscount 
Byng was called upon to reorganize London's famed 
Metropolitan Police and to become heed of Scotland 
Yard—then under a cloud because of charges of 
bribery and corruption. Before failing health com¬ 
pelled him to relinquish this important post he had 
ogvlatod his difficult job is a moat efficient man¬ 
ner. an efficient that his successor found a smooth¬ 
working and capable organization with the taint which 
formerly had threatened its long aad enviable repu- 


•fter President Harding had made a personal plea. 
The following year, the bill passed both- houses, but 
the Senate sustained the veto by three votes. 

In May, 1924, a bonus-insurance co m pr o mise 
was enacted over President Cooiidge's veto. It vir¬ 
tually doubled the pay of all private soldiers aad 
Sailors who were in the services during seme pan of 
the war. and materially increased the cneapenaation 
of officers up to aad including captains. 

Almost at once agitation began for payment of 
the full amouqt of each adjustedoervice certificate, 
due in 1945. In February, 1931. aa amendment 
passed over President Hoover's veto entitled veterans 
to borrow up to 50 per cent of the maturity value 
of their certificates. t 

la the summer of 1932, after die House had 
passed the Patman bill providing immediate pay¬ 
ment of the ultimate value, the "Bonus Army" was 
evicted from Washington, and the Senate defeated 
the measure. And once again tha bill has gone to

It it unfortunate that such an arresting spectacle 
could not have been presented either during dm Jubilee 
celebrations, or, say, on May 24. However, it was 
a triumph m which all who participated may well 
be proud. How much the event had been looked 
forward to wat reflected in the record crowd in 
attendance. Nor would this reference to the display 
be complete without congratulations to Major A. C. 
Hinton, director of physical education as the public 
schools, and his associates, whose painstaking labors 
met with due reward. 


But it it “Byng of Vimy” in whom Canadians 
art chiefly interested. It was he who completed 
the welding of the eager citizen soldiers from Canada 
into an individual unit because he was convinced they 
could be turned into a farce of unshakable determin¬ 
ation. After that he took over its command. His con¬ 
viction was borne out by the triumph of Vimy Ridge 
on that memorable Easter Monday in 1917. On that 
day, wider hit own leadership, about one hundred 
thousand C anadians established a reputation for fight- 
iug cowage which attracted the attention of the whole 
world. Then, during the closing days of the great 
conflict, the Canadian Corps was chosen at the spear¬ 
head for the final attack which brought victory— 
the greatest tribute which could have been paid to it. 
This was the Corps which drew its inspiration from the 
man over whose mortal remains the Last Post is 
about to be sounded. 

— Viscount Byng attributed much of his brilliant 
success as a soldier, as in everything he undertook, 
to the sympathetic co-operation and guidance of his 
wife. His later years had been confined to rest 
and efforts to get back some of the strength which 
a strenuous life liad taken from him. No "statements" 
or autobiographies came from his pen. There was 
,gbnecessity for him to “explain'' anything. He always 
saw his duty and did it. There is nothing in his 
contribution to the Great War for which he need 
apologize. Hit fine record may well be his epitaph.

r WAS EMINENTLY NATURAL THAT 

a meeting of the Canadian Congress of Youth 
recently in Toronto should condemn war. Wan are 
fought by youths, not by statesmen, and protests such 
a* these should cause politicians and statesmen furi¬ 
ously to think. As long as there is talk of armaments, 
which, of course, presupposes another war. the danger 
of international conflict always will ba there. 

The Congress went on record declaring that 
armed conflict is due to the “prevailing inodes of the 

C fit system.'' and it contended that there should 
an extensive propaganda against war and “prep¬ 
arations for war” and the manufacture of war ma¬ 
terials. Canadians are peace-minded, but this protest 
from Canadian youth suggests that they are carefully 
watching European trends, and ate pot unmindful 
•f the far-reaching consequences another war in 
Europe would inflict on die world, now in n serious 
plight because economic nationalism still is running riot. 

Canada can point to her peaceful association 
with her nearest neighbor for more than a hundred 
yean. A frontier of nearly five thousand miles with 
neither gun nor fort should furnish an object lesson 
to thorn nations of Europe which continue to glare 
at one another. It still does not seem to dawn on 
statesmen in Europe and America and the Far East, as 
they mouse their armament budgets, that another 
major conflict would mean the destruction of life 
and property on a scale which would make the last 
war look small. It would virtually destroy civilization.
